This Reply is responsive to the Office Action dated June 22, 2004 (Paper No. 
7), for the above identified application. 

In the Action, the Examiner has required an election of species from the 
following groups: Species I (i.e., Figures 1-2, 7-8, and 13-14), Species II (i.e., Figures 
3-6), Species III (i.e.. Figures 9-11), Species IV (i.e.. Figure 12), and Species V (i.e.. 
Figure 15). 

Applicant elects Species I (i.e.. Figures 1-2, 7-8, and 13-14), without traverse, 
for examination on the merits. Claims 1-7 and 10-12 read on Species I. Applicant 
further submits that claims 1 and 2 are generic, and that claims directed to the non- 
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elected species should remain in this case and be considered upon allowance of a 
generic claim. 

Prompt examination on the merits of the invention of Species I, including 
claims 1-7 and 10-12, is respectfully requested. 
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
